Com ments. 

According to the last report o n Wiener Heuatadt airfield* only two AA 
batteries were emplaced there. 

The presence of twin-jet planes in Wiener Heustadt is reported for the 
first time. The type of the planes cannot be determined from the Stanly 
descriptions. Source has been asked to furnish additional information* 

The reason for the presence of a larger number of MiG-15's than previously 
is still unknown. 

It is believed that the cons 'true tion of shrapnelproof aircraft revetment, 
is also accelerated in the Soviet Zone of Austria* 


The shape of the presumed AA gun emplacements at Aaparji airfield* entered 
on a sketch which was forwarde d previously* is believed to be incorrect. 
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
